European Patent Application 457,607 and British Patent Application 2,326,727 are 
applied for reasons of record, the references teaching the basic claimed invention 
lacking essentially the use of a reflecting polarizer which is wound and unwound from 
rollers. Either of Merrill et al -948 (see col. 1 3, lines 39-63) or Watson et al 
2003/0063236 (see paragraph 35) teach this and such would have been an obvious 
feature in the process of the primary reference dependent on the exact optical effect 
desired for the film. 

2.Claims 15-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over European Patent Application 457,607 in view of British Patent 
Application 2,326,727 and Sharp et al -240 and either of Merrill et al -948 (see col. 13, 
lines 39-63) or Watson et al 2003/0063236 (see paragraph 35).

Applicant's comments concerning the reflective polarizer which is wound on a roller 
have been noted but are not persuasive in view of the newly found art which teaches 
this.
